Casablanca. 


Paris, Aug. 7.—The government ex- 


pects that Rear Admiral Phillbert's 
squadron, with General A. M. B. 
Drude, commanding the French expe- 
ditionary force on board, which pro- 
ceeded from 
Oran, 
Algeria, 
at the 


highest speed, will reach Casablanca 
this morning. 


Official advices estimate the num- 


ber of Moors killed or wounded dur- 
ing Sunday's bombardment of Casa- 
blanca at 300. Only one French sail- 
or was seriously wounded. 


The note 
communicated by the 


French government to the signatories 
of the Algeciras conference conven- 
tion, in substance, affirms the resolu- 
tion of France to maintain and safe- 
guard the authority of the sultan of 
Morocco and the independence and 
integrity 
of his 
empire, and 
an- 


nounces that the security of the in- 
habitants and freedom of commerce 
at Casablanca will be guaranteed and 
that the authors of the recent massa- 
cre will be punished. 


It also presages that a police force 


for the city of Casablanca and its vi- 
cinity will be organized 
in concert 


with Spain and adds that any future 
measures 
necessitated by the situa- 


tion will be communicated to the pow- 
ers. 


A special dispatch 
from 
Tangier 


this afternoon says that the Moorish 
troops composing the garrison of Casa- 
blanca have been disarmed and that 
their arms and ammunition have been 
deposited at the 
French consulate. 


The Moorish officials have 
confined 


the protection of the city to the Fran- 
co-Spanish forces. 


FRANCE IS FORCING THINGS. 


Tangier, Aug. 7.—On the demand of 


the French charge d'affaires Moham- 
med El Tores, the representative of 
the sultan here, has reiterated the in- 
structions he had previously issued 
to insure the safety of the Europeans 
at Tangier and other ports and towns. 


The French steamer Anatole, which 


brought the news of the bombardment

Lady Godiva today gave a representa- 
tion of the historic ride through the 
city's streets. 


Coventry has been Lady Godiva mad 


for months. 
When a revival of the 


procession, last witnessed in 1SS7, was 
first mooted, there were many who 
desired a strict adherence to tradition, 
even to the nudity of Lady Godiva, 
but the anti-nudists effected a compro- 
mise and a vaudeville actress, whose 
specialty is to 
display 
herself 
in 


groups of living statuary, was engaged 
to represent the historic benefactress 
of Coventry. The actress, who is said 
to have complained 
that she could 


make half a dozen summer frocks out 
of the gauze she was compelled to 
wear, took an hour and a half to ar- 
range her trailing hair and long dra- 
peries and then a special committee 
had to approve ol her costume before 
Lady Godiva was permitted to take 
her place in the pageant. Many of the 
local clergy, who had been preaching 
against the fleshings as being suggest- 
ive of nudity, left the city temporarily, 
but most of the people of the county 
and eighty to one hundred thousand 
from the outside had a sight of Lady 
Godiva as she traversed the six miles. 


Lady Godiva, who flourished about 


the middle of the eleventh century, 
was the wife of Leofrto, earl of Ches- 
ter. She was a woman of great beauty 
and piety and ths 
benefactress of 


many churches and monasteries. Ac- 
cording to the legend. Lady Godiva 
begged her husband to relieve Coven- 
try of a burdensome tax :.nd he con- 
sented to do so on the condition thai 
she should ride naked through the 
market place. 
This she < -d, covered 


only by her long hair, and thus won 
relief for the people. 
According to 


some versions of the story the people 
were commanded to keep within their 
homes while Lady Godiva passed, and 
only one man, "Peeping 
Tom," dis- 


obeyed, and 
he 
was 
miraculously 


stricken with blindness.

hood in a rage, and as the Greek took 
to his heels a crowd pursued. 


When a block had 
been covered 


Sorgerato stumbled and fell, and the 
mob was upon him. 
Kicked nearly 


senseless, the Greek, a powerful man, 
nevertheless gained his feet, only to 
be knocked down again. By this time 
some one had snatched a clothes line 
from the window of a grocery store, 
and the rioters attempted to put a 
noose over the offender's head. Only 
the overeagerness of each rioter to 
have a hand in the lassoing saved 
the peddler's neck. 


During the confusion a policeman 


arrived and clubbed his way to the 
endangered man. For a moment the 
crowd fell back, and in that time the 
officer had dragged his man to the 
nearby car barns. 
Concealing his 


prisoner in a car, the officer awaited 
assistance while the rioters threw 
themselves against the doors in an 
effort to force an entrance. 


Police reserves stood off the mob, 


while the Greek was hustled into a 
patrol wagon. Through a crowd that 
cried "Kifl him. lynch him," the po- 
lice fought their way to the nearest 
station house.

Oppenheimer states that a short time 
before the accident she suffered an 
electric shtck in turning on a light in. 
another room. Post morten examin- 
ation of the remains of the dead nmn 
disclosed a badly diseased condition 
of the heart and the liver, and it is 
regarded as pos_sible that the effect 
of even a slight electric shock in tha 
presence of these conditions might 
have ca ~ed the fatality. 
Physicians 


who conducted the post mortem said 
today that with the conditions found 
in the heart, ^, en a fright would have 
been likely to cause death. Employes 
of the lighting department of the 
Fort Wayne and Wabash Valley Trac- 
tion company who tested the voltage 
of the lines leading to the Oppen- 
heimer residence soon after declared 
they could find nothing wrong there. 


Mrs. Oppenheimer says that early 


in the evening while her husband 
was seated upon the rear porch read- 
ing his paper she turned on an elec- 
tric light in the front room and in 
doing so received a slight electric 
svock. She told her husband of tha 
occurrence, and he entered the sitting 
room remarking that he would turn 
on the light for her. Mrs. Oppen- 
heimer says she called to him ot to 
attempt it until he had satisfied him- 
self that there was no danger, but 
before she could reach her husband's 
side Mr. Oppenheimer had grasped 
the bulb of a Crop-light -*,ith one band 
and as he touched the button with 
the other hand he was stricken sud- 
danly. sinking to the floor and tear- 
ing away the lamp fixture and cord 
from the ceiling. 


Neighbors who responded to Mrs. 


Oppenheimer's 
call 
for 
assistance 


found the husband' lying upon the 
floor lifeless, the lamp clutched tight- 
ly in his hand. 
Dr. J. H. Gilpin 


reached the house soon after in re- 
sponse to a call, but the man was be- 
yond human aid, and after the arrival 
of Coroner Stults the remains were 
removed to the Peltier undertaking 
rooms, where the post mortem exam- 
ination ~as held. 


Mr. Oppenheimer was born in Fort 


Wayne in 1S46, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs".

Oppenheimer.

were pioneer residents of the city, 
but who now reside in Toledo.

There is one thing, however, that 
Governor Vardaman has done com- 
mendably. He has acted with the ut- 
most diligence to break up lynching 
in his state. He declared when in- 
augurated that he would give every 
man, white or black his right under 
the law to a fair trial if he had the 
power to do it and he has exerted 
himself splendidly to make good that 
promise. 
He has prevented many 


lynchings and has not hesitated to 
employ the military arm of the state 
where necessary to preserve order 
"and frustrate mob law.

Grain Dealers and Shippers 


Hold Important Meet- 


ing Here. 


Topics 
covering vital phases of 


their business were discussed by the 
members of the Northern Indiana 
Grain Dealers' association at a called 
meeting held in the rooms of the 
Commercial club Tuesday evening. 


The conference was called for the 


purpose of debating crop conditions 
and the outlook for the season as 
they affect the business of members 
of "the association. 
Receivers and 


shippers from many parts of the coun- 
try and especially from all the lead- 
ing centers were present and con- 
tributed much to the liveliness and 
interest of the discussions. Receiv- 
ers from Toledo, Pittsburg. Cincinna- 
ti, Grand Rapids, Clarksburg, W. Va., 
and other points were there and bore 
a prominent part in the debate. 


The discussions for the most part 


had to do with the solution o£ these 
two ouestions: 


How can the grain and hay ship- 


per pay the fanner a better price 
than at present for his products and 
retain a safe margin on the transac- 
tion? 


How can the grain dealer sell to 


the consumer hay and grain for less 
value and maintain a fair profit? 


From this district of the trade there 


was a large representation of the re- 
tail dealers and shippers who came 
to get enlightenment upon conditions 
from the receivers. A much heavier 
yield oE hay and grain than had been 
anticipated and much heavier than in 
any of the three preceding years is 
promised in the eastern district, and 
from the Atlantic coast west to In- 
diana corn, wheat and oats are of un- 
commonly heavy yield and o£ superior 
grade. Corn was reported dull, but a 
fair yield is held in promise by pres- 
ent conditions. 


The oats crop •will be heavy and 


one of the receivers asserted that the 
railroads running into Chicago could 
not handle within the next 
three 


months all the oats that in that time 
will be available for market if they 
devoted their efforts to that end and 
further that the bins in Chicago 
would be -wholly inadequate to con- 
tain the shipments if they were ali 
centered there. 


The elevator will this season be an 


important factor in the marketing of 
wheat in respect of conditions of the 
grain. Mixed wheat will require at- 
tention under modern elevator facili- 
ties to clean it up to grade as No. 2. 
Much wheat is discovered to contain 
a large percentage of oats and other 
foreign substances, and vice versa, 
the oats crop is found in large part 
to. contain -wheat, due to rotation. 
The general opinion was that a mar- 
ket overstocked with this grade was 
likely to ensue, • entailing uncommon 
precaution on the part of grain hand- 
lers. 


The dealers voiced complaint that 


they did not share in the general 
prosperity that blesses the country, 
and that considering their 
invest- 


ments and the grade of their business 
they were not realizing what was 
their rightful due. To the greatly in- 
creased intelligence of the farmer up- 
on the subject of markets, of supply 
and demand and other conditions and 
laws affecting the welfare of the pro- 
ducer the dealers ascribe the unto- 
ward state of their business. To this 
also they added the growing string- 
ency of receivers in the matter of 
grading, the increased price of labor 
in elevators, and other causes by 
themselves of minor consequence; but 
all operating In the general tendency 
to make the business less profitable 
than it should be.

\n incoming car from Robison park

by the diagram. After being cut from 
the material, the tucks are marked 
and then stitched. The edge is bound 
with a piece of tape or faced with a 
narrow bias strip of the material. A 
buttonhole is worked in each tab, but- 
tons sewed on the opposite edge and 
the frock is ready for wear. 
If in- i 


tended to be used as a dress, fhe 
edges under the arms are sewed to- 
gether from below the curved line to 
the bottom. 


A garment made from this pattern 


may be worn .as an apron to protect a 
woolen dress during the winter. If a 
wide beading or narrow Hamburg 
edging is used as a finish for the edge, 
it will make the article quite a dressy 
piece of clothing. In fact, it is desir- 
able to _finish the neck in. some such 
way even if the edges are left plain. 


For this model a light blue and 


white plaid gingham worn over a 
tucked lawn guimpe, had the edge and 
neck finished with a narrow embroid- 
ered beading, and was 'decidedly 
pretty. The guimpe was edged with a 
narrow white lawn ruffle, the edge of 
which was buttonhole-stitched in blue 
which matched the plaid. 
Through 


the beading a narrow blue ribbon was 
run. The same idea carried out in 
pink -would be equally effective.

THE TRUE VALUE OF LEMONS.

For malaria the "Roman 
cure" is prepared by cutting the rind 
and pulp" of a lemon into a pint of
